Threatening

Americans to distribute food among 
the people of Dantzig to keep them 
quiet. The food did quiet unrest and 
destroyed the desperate note in the 
people’s demands. 
To unload the ships, the Americans 
hired Germans, and after the distribu­ 
tion of food, it was thought the honor 
system might be used. 
It failed, and 
stealing was rampant. Finally Amer­ 
ican sailor guards with arms, were i 
placed as overseers along the docks 
and the Germans were examined as 
, they left the gates after the day’s 
work. 
Labor leaders soon began to pro­ 
voke strikes and troubles. Daily there 
are new demands on the part of the 
workmen. 
Equally trying has been the work at 
the Russian prison camps scattered 
lover Germany.

sians in shape to go back home as 
i clean and healthy in body and mind 
as possible.
